Alumnus  of  the  Year 


Dr.  Vivian  Presley,  president  of  Coahoma 
Community  College  and  the  only  female  chief 
executive  in  Mississippi's  fifteen  community 
college  system,  has  been  named  Alumnus  of  the 
Year  by  her  alma  mater,  Mississippi  State 
University's  College  of  Education. 

Presented  at  MSTT's  Alumni  of  the  Year 
ceremony  before  alumni,  family,  faculty  and 
friends,  Dr.  Presley  said  she  is  extremely 
honored  and  called  the  award  very  special. 

She  spoke  to  students  at  MSU's  College  of 
Education  and  described  her  thirteen  years  in 
Starkville,  where  she  earned  four  degrees,  and 
her  career  at  CCC  and  Coahoma  Agricultural 
High  School,  including  ten  years  as  president 
of  CAHS  superintendent. 

"If  you  like  something,  why  change  it  -  stick 
to  it,    she  said  with  a  smile. 

Asked  about  the  greatest  challenge  of  her 
tenure  as  CCC  president,  Dr.  Presley 
immediately  named  "securing  a  legal  identity 
and  district  for  the  college  through  the  state 
Legislature." 

Although  recognized  as  one  of  America's 
historic  black  colleges  founded  in  1949,  CCC 
had  no  legal  identity  in  Mississippi  law  until 
1995,  she  explained. 

"Coahoma  was  listed  in  the  Mississippi  Code 
as  'that  school  the  borders  the  Mississippi 
River,"  she  said.  "We  had  no  name  and  didn't 
have  a  district  although  we  were  serving 
students  in  Coahoma,  Sunflower,  Bolivar  and 
Quitman  counties." 

Since  part  of  community  college  funding  is 
dependent  on  appropriation  from  county  boards 
of  supervisors,  CCC's  non-identity  and  legal 
status  became  apparent  during  financial  hard 
times  in  the  early  1990s,  explained  Dr.  Presley. 

"We  were  out  there  blowing  in  the  wind, 
because  counties  were  not  legally  obligated  to 
support  us,"  she  said. 

In  1994,  Dr.  Presley  began  a  campaign  to 
carve  a  district  for  Coahoma  by  visiting  county 
boards  and  lawmakers  in  Jackson,  MS. 

"It  was  not  easy,  it  was  a  struggle,  but 
the  bill  defining  our  district  passed  in  the 
Legislature  1995. 


Today  Coahoma  is  supported  financially  by 
Coahoma  Bolivar,  Quitman,  Tallahatchie,  and 
Tunica  counties. 

Major  expansion  of  CCC's  physical  plant  is 
another  major  accomplishment  Dr.  Presley 
relishes. 

She  is  quick  to  say  funding  for  The  Pinnacle 
was  in  place  before  she  became  president. 
However,  the         Pinnacle  construction, 

completion  of  the  George  W.  Moore  Dormitory, 
stadium  concession  area  and  the  new  athletic 
field  house  have  taken  place  under  her  watch. 

A  new  Student  Affairs  Complex  is  next  on 
the  agenda,  and  Dr.  Presley  hopes  to 
accomplish  the  renovation  of  older  dormitories 
also. 

"I  want  to  see  the  growth  of  more  projects 
and  community  partnerships  such  as  our 
positive  relationship  with  the  Medical  Center, 
and  allied  health  services,    she  said. 

"We  want  to  offer  training  and  degree 
programs  s  such  as  an  associate  of  nursing 
degree." 

A  native  of  West  Point,  Dr.  Presley  attended 
MSU  for  1970  through  1983. 

She  received  her  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in 
political  science  in  December  1973  and  a 
doctorate  in  counseling  in  May  1983.  Between 
the  two  she  received  master's  and  specialist's 
degrees. 

In  1975,  Dr.  Presley  became  a  counselor  at 
CCC  working  with  high  risk-students.  In  1981 
she  became  coordinator  of  Title  III  Federal 
Programs  and  recalls  one  grant  she  developed 
that  landed  CCC  on  the  front  page  of  the  Wall 
Street  Journal. 

"It  was  a  training  grant  for  older  women  to 
enter  non-traditional  careers  such  as  carpentry 
and  electrical  work,  said  Dr.  Presley.  Most  of 
the  women  were  in  their  60s;  they  did  well, 
and  I  still  keep  up  with  some  of  them. 

In  1983  Dr.  Presley  was  named  vice 
president  of  institutional  advancement,  and  in 

1992  she  became  president.

12  format.  The  book  contains  80#  Enamel  paper  and  a  Smyth  binding.  There  are  32  coloi 
pages.  The  press  run  was  1 200  copies  and  book  preparation  was  conducted  in  El  Paso,  Texas 
The  book  was  printed  at  Taylor  Publishing  Company  in  Dallas,  Texas.  The  sales  representative 
was  Ben  Allen.  The  inplant  representative  was  Martha  Depper. 

The  cover  consists  of  .160  Binder  Boards  with  Oyster  060  and  Maroon  Foil.  The  endsheet  h 
4B  design  Rainbow  Foil  Stamp  Gold  with  Die  Cut.  The  cover  and  endsheets  were  designed  b> 
Taylor  artists.  All  pages  were  composed  on  four  Gateway  Intel  Pentium  II  computers  and  one 
Dell  OptiPlex  Intel  Pentium  computer.  Microsoft  Word  7.0  Professional  was  used  for  writing 
and  editing  copies  for  the  publication.  Pages  were  submitted  to  the  plant  on  3.5  floppy  disk 
The  software  used  was  EliteVision. 

Fonts  used  to  create  headlines  were  Times,  Durante,  Dwellers,  Shabby,  Black  Chancery 
Typewriter  and  Ransom.  Gourmand  Condensed  was  used  for  standard  division  pages.  Rivien 
Script,  Youngstar,  Freehand  Script,  Vanguard,  Malibu,  Nouveau  Gothic,  Muse  Script,  Minnie 
Opus  Nouveau,  Finesse,  X  File,  and  Wood  Plank  were  used  to  inhance  the  book.  The  nev 
fonts  used  for  text  were  Jefferson  Script,  Brush,  Calligrapher,  Seville,  Rinna  and  Ballardvale. 

LAMB'S  PHOTOGRAPHY  provided  pictures  in  the  class  and  homecoming  sections.  Panm 
May  field  and  Glynda  Duncan  provided  photographs  throughout  the  book.  The  COAHOMA> 
staff  and  advisors  took  other  photographs.  Wal-Mart  in  West  Helena,  Arkansas  did  the  phot< 
processing.
